Tampa, 2. Malaria—Clearwater, Orlando, Plant City, and Welaka, 
each 1 case; Inverness, Lake Butler, each 2 cases; Arcadia 3, Jack- 
sonville 12, Tampa 14, Tallahassee 4. Tuberculosis—Ocala, Gaines- 
ville, and Plant City, each 1 case; Tallahassee 2, Jacksonville 3, and 
Tampa 7. Enteric fever— Tampa 1. 

Inp1ANA.—Month of February, 1909. Total number of deaths, 
2,955, corresponding to an annual death rate of 14 per 1,000 of the 
population, which is estimated at 2,727,144. Deaths from con- 
tagious diseases were: Tuberculosis 358, enteric fever 19, diphtheria 
18, scarlet fever 12, measles 12, whooping cough 38. Cases: Small- 
pox 138 in 22 counties; enteric fever 68 in 30 counties; diphtheria 
93 in 33 counties.

The following is received from Consul-General Michael, under date 
of March 25: ’ 

According to the latest estimate there are about 400,000 lepers in 
India. This estimate does not include those tainted with leprosy, 
but covers only those who have developed the disease sufficiently to 
be easily recognized as confirmed lepers. There are several institu- 
tions in India for the treatment and care of this class of unfortunates, 
but the larger number of them are outside of any asylum or mission 
maintained for their benefit. The Scottish Rite Mission for Lepers in 
India and the East has been laboring among lepers for 35 years and 
has 76 places where lepers are given a home and free treatment. 
This mission has recently built a new lazaretto at Khondwa, near 
Poona, where the headquarters of the mission is located. Other 
missions are engaged in the same work, and the results indicate that 
great good has been and is being accomplished.
